Speech,  Drama 
Relocates  Jn 
Old  Girls1  Gym 

The  speech  and  drama  de¬ 
partment  is  now  located  in  the 
former  girls’  double  gymnas¬ 
ium. 

A  little  theater  is  being  con¬ 
structed  on  one  side.  Both 
theater-in-the-round  and  pros¬ 
cenium  type  staging  will  be 
possible.  It  will  be  equipped 
with  dimmer  controlled  lights 
and  stage  rigging. 

Behind  the  stage  is  a  scene 
dock  and  costume  storage 
room.  There  are  two  large 
dressing  rooms  adjacent  to  the 
stage.  One  dressing  room  is  of 
double  level,  providing  a  sew¬ 
ing  and  property  room  on  the 
upper  level. 

The  other  side  has  been  re¬ 
modelled  three-fourths  of  the 
way  back  into  a  double  level. 
The  lower  level  is  for  scene 
storage  and  connects  immed¬ 
iately  with  the  little  theater. 
On  the  upper  level  is  a  long 
hallway  which  joins  a  large 
forensic  and  play  rehearsal 
room  to  a  double  classroom. 

The  double  classroom  has  a 
large  window  between  its  two 
sections  for  speech  correction 
and  radio  -  television  classes. 
At  the  back  of  this  classroom 
section  is  a  large  room  provid¬ 
ing  space  for  scene  building, 
painting,  and  stagecraft  equip¬ 
ment.  The  ceiling  of  the  scene 
room  will  be  trapped  so  that 
scenery  may  be  taken  directly 
up  into  the  main  auditorium. 
Off  the  scene  room  is  a  smaller 
room  for  power  tools. 

A  ticket  booth  has  been  con¬ 
structed  in  the  foyer  space  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  Building.  The  speech 
office  is  just  to  the  left  of  the 
foyer. 

Considerably  extended  stag¬ 
ing  will  be  possible  in  the  main 
auditorium  also.  Permanent 
side  stages,  joining  the  large 
stage,  have  been  constructed. 
These  side  stages  will  be  used 
in  the  November  19  and  20  pro¬ 
duction,  “Brigadoon”. 

The  two  speakers  of  the  audi¬ 
torium  organ  will  be  placed 
in  the  wall  behind  the  side 
stages.  A  portable  orchestra 
rail  below  the  large  stage  is 
another  addition  to  the  facili¬ 
ties  of  the  main  auditorium.

Grube  Addresses 
MSC  Teachers 
At  Convention 

“The  New  Structural  Eng¬ 
lish”  was  the  title  of  Dr.  '  Frank 
Grube’s  address  to  a  large 
group  of  teachers  attending 
teachers’  convention  at  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  College, 
October  8. 

In  his  speech  Dr.  Grube  em¬ 
phasized  three  main  points. 
Number  one:  the  basic  gram¬ 
mar  aim  is  a  universal  lan¬ 
guage.  Some  of  the  difficulties 
in  achieving  this  goal  are 
straightening  errors  of  tradi¬ 
tion,  and  solving  the  needs  of 
a  world-wide  operation. 

His  second  and  third  points 
concerned  phonology  (phonet¬ 
ics)  and  morphology  (the  in¬ 
flection  and  derivation  of 
words). 

Dr.  Grube  also  discussed  the 
grammar  of  structure,  includ¬ 
ing  the  parts  of  speech  (nouns, 
verbs,  adjectives)  and  structure 
words  (determiners,  pronouns, 
auxiliaries,  .  intensifies,  prep¬ 
ositions,  and  conjunctions.) 

In  conclusion  Dr.  Grube  dis¬ 
cussed  complete  sentences  and 
showed  the  group  seven  sen¬ 
tence  patterns.

With  the  opening  of  the  1959- 
60  school  year  it  is  important 
that  every  teen-ager  should 
know  it  is  now  illegal  for  them 
to  purchase  or  possess  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquor  or  beer. 

A  new  law,  effective  August 
29,  makes  the  purchase  or  pos¬ 
session  of  liquor  and  beer  by 
minors  an  offense  punishable 
by  a  $1,000  maximum  fine,  a 
year’s  jail  sentence,  or  both 
fine  and  sentence. 

Hollis  M.  Ketchum,  state  liq¬ 
uor  control  supervisor  said  the 
new  law  will  be  rigidly  enforced 
by  his  agents  as  well  as  high¬ 
way  patrolmen,  city  police,  and 
county  sheriffs. 

The  slate  official  is  hopeful 
the  new  law  will  curtail  drink¬ 
ing  by  persons  under  21.  “If  the 
curtailment  is  not  voluntary”, 


he  said,  “there  will  be  arrests 
and  fines.” 

It  has  always  been  an  offense 
in  Missouri  to  sell  liquor  and 
beer  to  persons  under  21.  How¬ 
ever,  once  a  minor  had  posses¬ 
sion  of  intoxicants  there  was 
nothing  which  law  officers 
could  do. 

Much  of  the  drinking  by  teen¬ 
agers  has  been  done  in  automo¬ 
biles  on  the  highways,  Ketchum 
said.  It  is  his  hope  the  new  sta¬ 
tute  will  prevent  or  curb  those 
under  21  from  drinking  while 
driving.

With  the  expansion  of  class¬ 
room  facilities  this  year,  sev¬ 
eral  notably  changes  have  tak¬ 
en  place  in  the  Agriculture  De¬ 
partment. 

The  spacious  new  department 
office  is  now  located  on  the 
main  floor,  west  wing,  of  the 
Administration  Building.  For¬ 
merly  housed  in  rooms  221  and 
222  on  the  second  floor,  the  fu¬ 
ture  soil  tillers  now  have  ac¬ 
cess  to  rooms  121,  122,  124,  125, 
and  hope  to  move  into  126  in 
the  near  future. 

.  Room  126  will  become  the 
Agricultural  Museum,  which 
will  be  an  interesting  attrac¬ 
tion  JEor  students  and  visitors 
of  Northwest  Missouri  State. 

The  enlarged  Agriculture  De¬ 
partment  includes  a  well- 
equipped  laboratory  for  soil 
testing,  berry  and  seed  produc¬ 
tion,  field  crops,  and  animal 
husbandry. 

There  are  roughly  100  ma¬ 
jors  and  minors  entered  in  the 
study  of  agriculture  at  the  col¬ 
lege.  Most  of  these  are  men 
who  plan  to  teach,  become 
farmers,  or  go  in  to  related  in¬ 
dustries.

State  College 
Adminstrative 
Changes  Made 

Reorganization  of  the  North¬ 
west  State  College  adminis¬ 
trative  staff  was  announced  to¬ 
day  by  Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  Col¬ 
lege  president,  following  ap¬ 
proval  by  the  board  of  regents. 

The  reorganization  is  the  re¬ 
sult  of  recommendations  made 
concurrently  by  the  MSC  fac¬ 
ulty,  National  Council  Accredi¬ 
tation  of  Teacher  Education 
and  the  North  _  Central  Asso¬ 
ciation.  It  becomes  effective 
immediately. 

“Primary  reason  for  the  re¬ 
organization,”  Dr.  Jons  said, 
‘‘is  to  enhance  the  student 
guidance  and  counseling  pro¬ 
gram  in  view  of  the  tremen¬ 
dous  growth  of  enrollments  at 
the  College  during  the  past 
several  years.” 

He  pointed  out  that  the  col¬ 
lege  enrollment  has  jumped 
more  than  300  per  cent  in  the 
past  six  years. 

Under  the  reorganization, 
Dr.  Jones  and  Dr.  Charles 
Koerble,  dean  of  faculty,  will 
act  as  deans  of  instruction  .un¬ 
til  next  year  when  an  appoint¬ 
ment  will  be  made. 

Dr.  Koerble  has  been  named 
dean  of  "  students,  with  Harry 
Bowes  appointed  as  assistant. 

Robert  Foster,  registrar,  has 
been  named  dean  of  adminis¬ 
tration,  in  which  he  will  han¬ 
dle  admissions,  registration 
and  administrative  research.

H.  P.  Smith,  Chief 
of  Naval  Personnel,  announced 
today  that  the  14th  annual  na¬ 
tional  competitive  examina¬ 
tions  for  the  Regular  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  Officers  Training  Corps 
will  be  given  to  eligible  high 
school  seniors  and  graduates 
on  December  12.  Application 
forms  are  available  from  your 
local  Navy  Recruiter.  Appli¬ 
cations  must  be  submitted  be¬ 
fore  November  14. 

Designed  to  supplement  the 
officer  output  of  the  Naval 
Academy,  the  NROTC  program 
makes  it  possible  for  a  young 
man  to  earn  a  regular  com¬ 
mission  while  studying  at  the 
civilian  college  of  his  choice 
which  has  an  NROTC  unit.  All 
tuition,  fees,  and  books  are 
furnished  by  the  Navy,  and  the 
student  receives  an  annual  re¬ 
tainer  of  $600  for  four  years. 
During  the  summers  the  stu¬ 
dent  goes  on  interesting  train¬ 
ing  cruises  as  a  midshipman.' 
After  completing  the  usual  four 
year  college  course,  he  is  com¬ 
missioned  in  the  Regular  Navy 
or  Marine  Corps  and  goes  on 
active  duty  as  a  prospective 
career  officer  with  the  Navy’s 
far-flung  fleets.
